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Garfinkel ("DRAFT: The Story of the Write Once File System") teaches two file systems 
which were designed for use with write-once media: the Compact Disk File System (CDFS) and the 
Write Once File System (WOFS). ; 

Gait ("The Optical File Cabinet: A Random-Access File System for Write-Once Optical 
Disks") teaches a random access file system for write-once optical disks. 

Levy et al, ("A File Structure for Non-Erasable Media") teaches a file system that has been 
designed such that is adapted to the peculiarities of write-once optical disk storage media.
